COMPROMISE ENDS

Committee of National 
Defense Organized as 
Collapse of Italy Ap- 
pears Imminent—Lead- 
ers Appointed. 


ALGIERS, July 31 (AP).—Uni- 
fication of the French armed 
forces under Gen. Henri Giraud as 
commander in chief was announced 
officially today, together with the 
appointment of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle as permanent president of 
the newly formed Committee of 
National Defense. 

Spurred by the imminent col- 
lapse of Italy, the French National 
Committee of Liberation unified 
all the fighting forces of the em- 
pire under Gen. Giraud and ap- 
pointed Gen. de Gaulle to head the 
mew Committee of National De- 
fense. 

Appointments Made. 

The committee appointed Gen. 
Paul Le Gentilhomme, veteran~De 
Gaullist military leader, Assistant 
Commissioner of National Defense, 
jeaving the commissioner himself 
unnamed for the present. 

Gen. Leyer was made chief of 
the Army general staff and Brig. 
Gen. Pierre Koenig of Bir Hacheim 
fame became assistant chief. 

R. Adm. Le Monhier was ap- 
pointed chief of the Navy staff 
with R. Adm. Philippe Marie Au- 
boyneau assistant chief, and Gen. 


* Rene Bouscat remained as chief 


of staff ‘of the air force. 

By solving the eight-month-old 
' dispute between Gen. Giraud and 
Gen. de Gaulle over the command 
. of French military strength and 
'. harmonizing all elements of the 
empire, the French committee pre- 
sented a united front to the United 
States and Britain in seeking rec- 
ognition among the United Nations. 

Previously Gen. Giraud and Gen. 
de Gaulle acted as co-presidents o/ 
the French committee, while each 
was chief of his own armed forces. 

It was announced Gen. Giraud 
would preside over the committee 
when military affairs are discussed 
while Gen. De Gaulle would occupy 
the chair when civilian or political 
affairs are taken up. 

The permanent military commit- 
tee composed of Gen. Giraud and 
Gen. De Gaulle and their respec- 
tive chiefs of staff was abolished. 

Military Crisis Broken. 

The French military crisis was 
officially broken by today’s cam- 
mittee action on a compromise 
plan submitted yesterday by Gen. 
De Gaulle.

KING PETER AND 
PRINCESS ALEXANDRA 


YUGOSLAV KING, GREEK 
PRINCESS ENGAGED 


Peter and Alexandra Both in 
Exile — No Date Set 
for Wedding. 


LONDON, July 81 (AP).—The 
year-old engagement of Princess 
Alexandra of Greece ‘and King 


Peter of Yugoslavia was announced 
formally today by Mimilos Trifun- 
ovic, Premier of the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment-in-exile. 

No date has been set for the 
wedding of the two young royal 
exiles. Alexandra’s mother, Prin- 
cess Aspasia, explained that “we 
want to hear good news of the war 
before anything else.” 

The marriage, which has been 
approved by the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment and both royal families, is 
expected to be helpful in the solv- 
ing of postwar problems in the 
Balkans, 

The Princess, a pretty, dark- 
haired girl, used to serye waffles 
and coffee to American officers 
and nurses over a snack bar at the 
London Red Cross Club. There 
she met King Peter, a slender 
young man in-naval uniform who 
often dropped in to listen to the 
music of a United States Infantry 
dance band. 

The vivacious Princess, a great- 
great-granddaughter of Queen Vic- 
toria and a cousin of the Duchess 
of Kent, works now at the Allied 
Prisoners of War Office here. For 
nearly a year she has been wear- 
ing a huge blue diamond engage- 
ment ring and has been seen al- 
most constantly with King Peter, 
but there was no formal announce- 
ment until today. 

King Peter will reach his twenty- 
first birthday Sept. 6. He became 
King of Yugoslavia in October, 
1934, when his father, King Alex- 
ander, was assassinated at Mar- 
seille. Peter assumed royal power | 
in March, 1941. 

Princess Alexandra is two years 
older than the King. She was 
born to royalty but was a year and 
a half old before Greece formally 
recognized her as a Princess. A 
year later, however, she was in 
exile, an exile that continued for 
13 years before her uncle, King 
George II, returned to rule the 
country again in 1935. In 1941 she 
became a refugee again, fleeing 
first to Crete, then to Egypt and 
finally to England,

REPORT INDICATES

Beer Output High, but 
Unequal to Demand 
Because of Record 
Thirst, OWI Says. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics said in areport today that 
several factors now point to un- 
usually large supplies of livestock 
for slaughter during the rest of 
this year and in 1944. The re- 
port indicated the meat shortage 
was practically at an end and that 
more meat would be available for 
the next 17 months. 

“The extent to which these mar- 
ketings will show up in regular 
commercial channels is still un- 
certain,” the report said, “but, with 


at their present record level and 
beginning to outrun total feed re- 
sources, expanded marketings in 
the near future appear fairly cer- 
tain.” 

Hog production in 1943 will be 
the largest on record, the report 
estimated. The spring pig crop 
was estimated to have totaled 74 
million head, 22 per cent more than 
the 1942 spring crop and 44 per 
cent more than the average num- 
ber of pigs saved in the spring 
season for the 10 years prior to 


1934. 

Fall Pig Crop May Be Short. 
Due to the feed situation in some 
areas, however; and to a request 
of the’ War Food Administration 
that fall pig production be held 
in line with available feed sup- 
plies, the 1943 fall crop may fall 
short of the 53 million head in- 
dicated on June 1, the report said. 
But, even if this year’s total pig 
¢erop is less than the total of 127 
million head indicated by  esti- 
a the report continued, the 
to slaughter supplies of hogs 
in the 1943-44 marketing year 
“probably will exceed those of any 
other year by a wide margin.” 

Despite a sharp reduction in in- 
spected slaughter during the first 
half of 1943, the report said, there 
are “several reasons to expect a 
greater seasonal increase in 
slaughter supplies” of cattle during 
the next few months. Conditions 
in the next few months, the bu- 
reau pointed out, are not likely to 
be as favorable for holding back 
cattie for herd building purposes 
as they have been during the pre- 
ceding several years.

Day Attacks on Alr Fields. 

The air offensive continued in 
daylight today with United States 
and British medium bombers and 
fighter-bombers attacking German 
air fields in Northern France, a 
joint communique announced. 

“Formations of U. 8. Eighth Air 
Force medium bombers attacked 
air fields at Poix, Merville, Tric- 
queville and Abbeville, with the 
crewmen reporting good results 
and slight opposition,” the com- 
munique said. “R. A. F. medium 
and fighter-bombers attacked air 
fields at St. Omer, Amiens and 
Lille.” 

Squadrons of R. A. F., Dominion 
and Allied fighters provided escort. 
One meditim bomber and two 
fighters failed to return. — 

Night Raids in Holland. 

Mosquitos and Beaufighters at- 
tacked enemy air fields and rail- 
way targets in sweeps over France 
and Holland last night, an Air 
Ministry communique disclosed. 

Fifteen bombers and two fight- 
ers are missing from the night's 
attacks, increasing R. A. F. bomb- 
er losses since the start of the 
offensive last Saturday night to 
98 planes, and total United States 
and British losses to 188.

ROOSEVELT SPEECH 
CENSORED BY PRESS 
OFFICE IN ARGENTINA 


BUENOS AIRES, July 31 (AP).— 

Portions of the text of President 
Roosevelt’s speech on Wednesday 
night referring to the Fascist rule 
as “criminal and corrupt” and the 
assertion that Mussolini and his 
collaborators would be punished 
“for their crimes against human- 
ity” were suppressed by an Argen- 
tine post office clerk, it was 
learntd last night. 

The United States Embassy has 
informed the Argentine foreign of- 
fice that the employe, a press con- 
trol attache, ordered a United 
States news agency to make the 
deletions. 

It was explained officially that 
the censorship was the result: of 
“excessive zeal” on the part of a 
subordinate, despite orders that 
President Roosevelt’s speech should 
not be altered. 

The speech later was released in 
full, except that the Argentine ra- 
dio, as usual, was not permitted to 
quote textual excerpts considered 
offensive to political leaders of 
foreign governments with which 
Argentina maintains relations.

Heavy Axis Casualties.

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TWO OKLAHOMA BANK ROBBERS 
CAUGHT AFTER TAKING $12,000 


Pair Had Held Banker and Wife 
Captive Eight Hours, Locked 
Six In Vault. 


PONCA CITY, OkK., July 31 (AP). 
—Two men who robbed the Ar- 
kensas Valley State Bank at 
Eroken Arrow, Ok., of an esti- 
mated $12,000 and locked six per- 
sons in the vault were captured 
today between Kaw City and 
Ponca City, 
Patrol reported.' Both were de- 
scribed as Tulsa police characters. 

The robbers had held K. M. 
Rowe, the bank president, and his 
wife captive for eight hourg while 
waiting for the time lock on the 
bank vault to open. The men 
knocked on the door of the Rowe 
home about midnight, ordered 
Rowe to go to the bank with 
them, and decided to wait when 
he told them the time lock would 
not go off until 8 a. m, They tied 
Mrs, Rowe to her bed and covered 
her mouth with adhesive tape. 

At about 6:30 a, m., they drove 
with Rowe to the bank and calmly 
waited for the time lock to open, 
instructing employes as they ar- 
rived to go to work as if nothing 
had happened. When the vault 
opened, they took the money, 
locked Rowe, three employes and 
two customers inside and left. A 
woman employe, arriving a few 
minutes later, released the six 
from the vault.

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GERMAN CIVILIANS 
ADVISED BY Relbh 
TO LEAVE ITALY 


Travel — fat Milan 
Closed—Disoxders Re- 
ported Ebbing Under 
Tighter Control.

BERN, Switzerland, July 31 
(AP).—German civilians living in 
Italy were advised by their Con- 
suls today to return home immedi- 
ately and diplomatic negotiations 
at the Vatican suddenly were in- 


tensified, advices from Italy said 
today. 

There was no immediate ampli- 
fication of the frontier reports of 
German civilians being urged to 
leave Italy, but the German travel 
bureau at Milan was closed. Riot- 
ing and many demonstrations for 
peace have occurred in that north- 
ern industrial city. 

(An ominous statement. that 
‘Germany was “looking with par- 
ticular interest toward Northern 
Italy” was made yesterday on the 
Berlin radio. The broadcast said 
that in Northern Italy “according 
to neutral reports the situation 
is so far not clarified, as Com- 
munist elements are calling forth 
ever fresh unrest there.” 

(This propaganda line may pre- 
cede a full-scale German occupa- 
tion of Northern Italy, where Ger- 
man troops are moving in, accord- 
ing to Swiss and Madrid reports.

SLOVENE BANDS 
PENETRATE UDINE 
REGION OF ITALY 


Irregulars Who Live in 
Northern Area Break 
Through . Axis. . Lines, 
Begin Recruiting. . 


LONDON, July 31 (AP).—The 
Yugoslav Government-in-Exile de- 
clared today that the Fifth and 
Sixth Brigades of Slovene irregu- 
lars—who live and have been fight- 
ing inside Italian territory—had 
broken through enemy lines in 
Northern Italy to reach the Udine 


region. 

The announcement said they 
were recruiting Slovene inhabi- 
tants of the area to oppose the 
Axis. 

It said that — — to the 
latest reports, the population, “in 
great numbers,” was joining the 
guerrillas, 

Earlier reports had told of fight- 
ing between Slovenes on the one 
hand and Germans and Italians 
on the other on Italian territory, 
but no hint of a penetration as 
far as Udine. Udine is 40 miles 
northwest of Trieste and - about 
the same distance west of the old 
Italian-Yugoslav border. 

From the Italian border at Chias- 
so, via Bern, came word that the 
military commander at Trieste 
had ordered all Croats to turn in 
their guns, ammunition and explo- 
sives within 48 hours.

‘On Your Decision

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 31 (AP).— 
The Allied High Command radioed 
a stern warning to the Italian peo- 
ple today that the terrible aerial 
offensive against Italy would be 


resumed immediately. “The breath- 
ing space” is ended, the Allied 
Command said. 

Responsibility for the resump- 
tion of the air onslaught was laid 
at the door of the new Badoglio 
government for temporizing and 
giving the Germans time to 
strengthen their positions in Italy. 

The first broadcast from the 
powerful United Nations radio sta- 
tion here was scheduled to be fol- 
lowed by others from London and 
Washington. 

Warned to Stay Clear. 

The message warned the Ital- 
ians to remain clear of railways, 
factories, depots, German military 
barracks and all other military ob- 
jectives. 

The broadcast said that in the 
six days since the removal of 
Benito Mussolini as premier. the 
Italian people had done much—but 
not enough, The Germans are 
still on Italian soil, it pointed out, 
adding: 

“On your decision may depend 
the fate of your country.” 

Offered Honorable Terms. 

Two days had elapsed since Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower presented 
to Italians a direct demand for 
surrender on the “honorable con- 
ditions” previously presented by 
the Allied governments—uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

After Mussolini was/ousted, the 
broadcast said, “we slackened our 
air attacks in Italy. If Badoglio’s 
government had acted quickly, the 
Germans would now have been in 
full retirement from Italy.” 

“If Badoglio makes peace now, 
the Germans will be caught like 
rats in a trap.” 

Text of Message. 

The text of the broadcast fol- 
lows: 

“Italians: 

“Tonight we send you. solemn 
warning. Listen carefully, and tell 
your friends to listen, for what we 
say affects the lives of every one 
of - you. 

.“Six days have passed since the 
overthrow of Mussolini. In those 
six days the Italian people have 
achieved much.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

Aerial Support. 


Strong formations of the Navy’s 
Dauntless and Avenger bombers 
pounded enemy gun _ positions 
around Bairoko harbor, 10 miles 
north of Munda.

Hand-to-Hand Combat. 

The Soviet advance continued in 
the face of stubborn German re- 
sistance which in some cases en- 
tailed hand-to-hand fighting. 

North of Orel the Russians con- 
tinued to use cavalry units which 
succeeded in driving German 
troops out of several villages, the 
communique reported. In another 
sector north of Orel it said 800 of 
the enemy had been killed, nine 
tanks disabled and four destroyed. 

South of Orel, Russian troops 
were reported to have killed 2000 
Germans, destroyed 16 tanks and 
captured six others in addition to 
disabling or capturing a large 
number of artillery pieces. 

Despite the capture of hundreds 
of towns and villages on an irregu- 
lar semi-circular front in little 
more than a week, Red Army 
troops still are about eight miles 
from Orel, latest reports indicate. 
Daily gains from two to 10 miles 
announced by the Russians pre- 
sumably are part of operations to 
straighten the lines and tighten 
the pincers around the base. 

(The daily German communique 
reported that heavy Soviet as- 
saults near Orel “were frustrated 
in fluctuating fighting with heavy 
losses inflicted on the enemy.” 
Russian attacks west of Krym- 
skaya in the Kuban bridgehead 
also ‘were halted and strong as- 
saults south of Lake Ladoga were 
thrown back, the Nazis added.) 

In the Donets basin southwest 
of Voroshilovgrad the Reds hurled 
back a German assault with heavy 
losses in Nazi man power and 
tanks, the communique said. 


War in East Hard, No More 
Special Communiques, Nazis Say. 

LONDON, July 31 (AP).—The 
German radio, in a report on fight- 
ing on the Russian front, told its 
listeners at home last night that 
the war “has turned into heavy 
work” and that no more special 
communiques could be expected.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Conceding that there are many 
“psychological and physical” ob- 
Stacies to be overcome, Donald M. 
Nelson, head of the War Produc- 
tion Board, today ordered a new 
Campaign to increase the output 
©f American war plants by 30 per 
cent for the rest of the year. 


In the twelfth of a series. of 
monthly reports, Nelson noted that 
June production gained over May, 
but still failed to meet scheduled 
requirements, which are rising 
steadily. 

“America is now in the strato- 
sphere of production, and to reach 
higher altitudes requires super- 
charging.” he said, adding: 

“In order to obtain additional 
increases at this stage ..., such 
obstacies to increased production 
as absenteeism, strikes, delays by 
management in utilizing full ca- 
pacity, over-optimism. which re- 
duces working energies—such ob- 
Stacles as these must be vigorously 
attacked with every instrument at 
our disposal. 

“Plans have been matured and 
gre now being put into effect to 
drive production up against the 
psychological and physical diffi- 
culties which stand in the way.” 

Record of Six Months. 

At the end of June, 43 per cent 
of 1943's scheduled munitions re- 
quirements had been produced. 
But Nelson said that if goals for 
the rest of the year are to be met, 
the average monthly production 
must be 30 per cent higher than 
the average output during the first 
six months. 

Production got off to a poor 
start in 1943, with January output 
seven per cent below December, 
1942. However, gains ranging from 
mine down to two per cent over 
the previous month were recorded 
from February on, with the ex- 
ception of May, which was on a 
level with April. 

Compared with May, June pro- 
@uction showed these increases: 
Aircraft, three per cent; combat 
vehicles, two per cent; small arms 
end infantry weapons, 14 per cent; 
merchant vessels, 11 per cent, and 
miscellaneous munitions, one per 
cent. 

Plane Production Short. 

Decreases were recorded in these 
categories: Self-propelled artillery, 
13 per cent; artillery (excluding 
self-propelled), seven per cent; 
maval vessels, three per cent. 

Total ground ordnanceand signal 
equipment increased three per cent 
over May. 

While airplane acceptances 
amounted to slightly more than 
7000 planes, Ne’son called that vol- 
ume “considerably short of expec- 
tations.” He attributed the slack- 
ened rate of increase to design 
changes with interrupted produc- 
tion, faulty performance of certain 
parts, and labor shortages in par- 
ticular plants. 

The WPB chairman said that 
the 1943 merchant shipbuilding ob- 
jectives would be reached and that 
domestic transport facilities had 
continued to function well, 


TRAFFIC DEATHS DROP 44 PCT; 
ST, LOUIS LEADS BIG CITIES 


The traffic fatality decline of 44 
per cent in St. Louis during the 
first six months of this year as 
compared with the corresponding 
period in 1942, was the best record 
among American cities of 500,000 
or more. population, F. Edward 
O'Neil, president of the Safety 
Council of Greater St. Louis, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

He said there were 37 fatal acci- 
dents here in the January through 
June period this year, compared 
with 66 in the like period in 1942.

NO PROSECUTION 
OF 100 WITHOUT 
bo AUTO STAMPS 


Blanton Denies Collector’s 
Request, Says Agents 
Favored Some Viola- 
tors. 


Application of the Internal Rev- 
enue Collector’s office for the 
prosecution of more than 100 per- 
sons for operating automobiles 
without valid Federal vse stamps 
was denied yesterday by United 
States District Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton because of discrimination 
by the Collector’s agents in favor 
of some violators. 

As a result, Blanton told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today, there 
have been no criminal informa- 
tions issued against automobile 
owners for failure to purchase the 
new $5 stamps which the law re- 
quired to be affixed to automo- 
biles in use on and after July 1. 

Explaining his action, Blanton 
said, “I do not make fish of some 
and fowl of other violators.” 

Blanton said that when a rep- 
resentative of Collector Robert E. 
Hannegan came to him with the 
batch of complaints he inquired 
about articles published in the 
newspapers that deputy collectors, 
looking for stamp tax violators on 
parking lots, had waited for the 
operators of stampless vehicles to 
appear and then had sold them 
stamps and had filed no com- 
plaints against them. The report 
was true, Blanton was told. 

The complaints on which Blan- 
ton was asked to issue criminal in- 
formations were against persons 
who had been stopped on the street 
when operating automobiles with- 
out the stamps. 

“If stamps were being sold to 
persons on parking lots they 
should have been sold to those on 
the street,” Blanton said. “It ap- 
peared to me that some persons 
had been pampered.” 

Blanton said he had agreed with 
Collector Hannegan that informa- 
tions would be issued against 
stamp tax violators, but said he 
would act only if all were treated 
alike. 

When deputy collectors checked 
parking lots last week it was said 
they did not make arrests because 
of a technical question as _ to 
whether the parked cars were in 
use. Earlier, deputies had served 
complaints on operators of about 
125 vehicles stopped at street in- 
tersections. The maximum penalty 
for operating a motor vehicle with- 
out the tax stamp is a fine of $25 
and 30 days in jail for owners, and 
a fine of $25 for the driver of a 
vehicle other than the owner. 

Last year violators prosecuted 
by Blanton’s office were fined $1 
and required to purchase stamps 
immediately. 

Collector Hannegan said today 
that all cases referred to Blanton 
would be followed up to see that 
the law was complied with. His 
deputies will continue to watch for 
violations and all that are found 
will be referred to Blanton’s office, 
he said.

Clark Urges Price Rise to Hike 


Gasoline Scarcity 


Suggests That Higher Quotation of Crude 
Would Stimulate Stripper Well Oper- 
ation, New Drillings. 


KANSAS CITY, July 31 (AP).— 
Senator Bennett C. Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, suggested today.an_in- 
crease in the crude oil price to 
encourage operation of small mar- 
ginal strip wells as a way of re- 
lieving the gasoline shortage. 

Clark, head of a special Senate 
Committee investigating the fuel 
oil and gasoline rationing, made 
the suggestion as he arrived to 
open a hearing here Tuesday 
which will be devoted primarily 
to a study of a proposal of Secre- 
tary Ickes for a cut in the coupon 
value for midwestern motorists. 

“Ickes has been trying for some 
time to make it appear there is a 
severe shortage of oil and gaso- 
line,” he said, “This committee is 
going into that question just as 
hard as it can.” 

Clark said his committee had 
found that low crude prices dis- 
couraged operation of stripper 
wells and new explorations, which 
are necessary if the supply of oil 
is to be maintained. 

“Ickes’ restrictive orders,” he 
emphasized, “plus the low ceiling 
on crude oil has just about ended 
new drilling.” 

Two Republican Senators, Ken- 
neth Wherry of Nebraska and 
Clyde M. Reed of Kansas, are ex- 
pected to attend the committee 
sessions. 

12 Governors Invited. 

An announcement from Wash- 
ington said Clark’s committee had 
invited Governors of 12 states and 
representatives of the oil industry 
to testify on gasoline rationing at 
the hearings in Kansas City Aug. 
8 and 4, to give their views on the 
announced plans of Ickes to equal- 
ize gasoline rationing in the Mid- 
west, Southwest and Eastern 
states. 

The value of A gasoline ration 
coupons along the Eastern sea- 
board is now less than one-and- 
one-half gallons a week. 

Midwestern and Southwestern 
motorists are allowed four gallons 
a week on their basic rations. 

“The proposed gasoline cut in the 
Midwest and Southwest,” Clark 
told a reporter, “is for no other 
reason than to bring those areas 
in line with the East. 

Invitations, he said, have been 
sent to the governors of Missouri, 
Kansas, Iowa, Texas, Colorado, Ok- 
lahoma, South Dakota, Arkansas, 
North Dakota, Louisiana, Minne- 
sota and Nebraska. 

Ickes today notified members of 
an unofficial Middlewest Congres- 
sional rationing committée that 
changes in gasoline rationing out- 
side the East “are in prospect,” 
and suggested that members of 
the committee meet with him in 
Chicago next Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 

In a telegram to Representative 
Brown (Rep.), Ohio, head of. the 
committee, Ickes said the oil situa- 
tion was “such as not to admit 
of any postponing action until 
Congress reconvenes.” 

Representative Brown disclosed 
at his home in Blanchester, O., 


that he had summoned one mem- 
ber on his committee from each 
of the 32 states outside the East- 
ern area to meet Ickes in Chi- 
cago next Thursday. 

“We want to find out what the 
facts are,” Brown said, “although 
I don’t know what can be accom- 
plished if Ickes already has made 
up his mind. 

“We want to present informa- 
tion on conditions in each of the 
32 states, such as gathered by 
the committee appointed by Gov. 
Bricker of Ohio. And we want to 
know why, when the East is get- 
ting more gasoline now than ever 
before in this year, we have to 
be restricted in the Midwest.” 

(The Ohio committee reported no 
need for gasoline rationing in its 
state.) 

No Change for Week or Two. 

Motorists can expect no change 
in current gasoline rations for at 
least a week ‘or two, officials said 
yesterday. 

At the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration officials said they were 
waiting for a policy report to be 
made by Director James F. Byrnes 
of the Office of War Mobilization, 

The general nature of the con- 
templated rationing changes has 
been indicated in recent state- 
ments by Ickes and OPA Adminis- 
trator Prentiss M. Brown. Brown 
said he hoped to lift the pleasure 
driving ban in the East and Ickes 
said that more gasoline would be 
made available to the East but 
less in the region between the 
eastern shortage area and the 
Rocky Mountains, 

Some modification of the A gas- 
oline book has been reported un- 
officially. Under this plan, A 
books, regardless of their value, 
would be designed for pleasure or 
business use, with no questions 
asked, while B and C books would 
continue to represent supplemental 
rations for occupational or profes- 
sional driving. At present the A 
book is supposed to provide a cer- 
tain amount of occupational as 
well as essential family and pleas- 
ure driving. 


North Dakota Governor Protests 
Against Cut in Gasoline, 
BISMARCK, N. D., July 31 (AP). 
—Gov. John Moses appealed yes- 
terday to OPA Director Brown to. 
see that no steps were taken to 
cut gasoline rations in Nc ‘th Da- 
kota and other midwestern states. 
“Newspaper reports and dis- 
quieting rumors lead me to pro- 
test emphatically against any ré- 
duction in gasoline rationing in 
Midwest agricultural states during 
the harvest and threshing season,” 
the Govérnor said. “North Dakota 
is compelled to rely upon patriotic 
men, women and youths to aid 
in harvest in addition to transient 
labor and Federal troops. 
“Gasoline ration reduction dur- 
ing August and September will 
mean material reduction of avail- 
able town help who work on a 
part time basis for farmers.”

The Bombing of San Lorenzo, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OME people have said in connection 

with the bombing of San Lorenzo in 
Rome that the Pope’s correction of the 
’ Axis’ assertion that the church “was al- 
most entirely destroyed” to “damaged in 
the greatest part” was really not a cor- 
, rection at all. 

They say that the two statements 1 mean 
©ne and the same thing. They do not, 
for, to begin with, if the basilica were 
“almost entirely destroyed” it would 
practically have to be rebuilt, whereas if 
it were only “damaged in the greatest 
part” it would need nothing beyond ex- 
tensive repairs. That’s a great differ- 
ence. 

Moreover, the Pope’s expression, “per 
una grandissima, parte” (“through a very 
large part”), is not so much to be trans- 
lated as to be understood from the tenor 
of the Pontiff’s remarks. He stated in 
detail that the front part of the basilica 
was almost completely destroyed and the 
high altar severely damaged, but that 
the rear and more ancient part of the 
basilica, along with the crypt of Pius IX, 
was essentially intact. 

This means,‘td. one who knows San 
Lorenzo, that the larger but less impor- 
tant part of the superstructure is in need 
of restoration, while the smaller but more 
important part as well as the crypt which 
owes so much to us Americans, emerged 
intact from the bombing. It was with 
this fact in mind that the Pope charac- 
terized as a misrepresentation the strong 
Axis expression, “was almost entirely de- 
stroyed,” for he knew that he had said 
merely that a very large but relatively 
unimportant part of the basilica was 
damaged.

A New Form of Saving. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “When a Pay In- 

crease Is Not An Increase,” over- 
looks a feature of the new withholding 
tax which may not have come to the 
attention of many employes now ponder- 
ing the pay-day deductions. 

Although the $2-a-week raise did put 
the wage earner in the next higher with- 
holding tax bracket, resulting in his tax 
deduction being $2 a week higher, it did 
not make his actual income-tax obliga- 
tion $2 greater. 

When he makes his tax return next 
March 15, he will receive a refund for 
the amount of tax withheld from wages 
which is in excess of the figure shown 
on his tax return. 

If he had not received the $2 wage 
increase, his being near the top of the 
$50 to $60 wage bracket would have 
resulted in his owing next March 15 
that portion of his tax which had not 
been covered by withholding deductions. 

His sensible view of the $2-a-week 
raise should be that he is putting a 
large percentage of his raise into a 
savings account handled by the Collector 
of Internal Revenue, with the assurance 
that shortly after next March 15 he will 
receive a check from the Government 
for the amount due him.

FOR UNDERSTANDING WITH FRANCE 


After a new outburst of quarreling among the 
French factions, the welcome news comes today 
that an agreement at last has been Feached on 
unification of their military forces. Ae 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle has an Army —— 
,of Frenchmen who had gone on fighting after the 
capitulation at home, This force was scattered over 
many parts of the world. Gen. Henri Giraud has 
been chief of the French forces in North Africa, 
which co-operated with the Americans and British 
in vanquishing the Axis troops there. The amalga- 
mation of these two armies into one French force 
had been the great problem before the new joint 
National Committee of Liberation, formed recently 
in Algiers. 

Now, after a flurry of resistance by Gen. Giraud, 
an agreement has been reached. Gen. Giraud will 
be commander of the merged forces. Gen, de Gaulle 
will head the new Committee of National Defense. 
Instead of acting as co-presidents of the committee, 
and each heading his own military group, they now 
have spheres of co-operation clearly arranged in 
military and political divisions. 

The previous arrangement was, of course, impos- 
sible as a permanent solution. If two separate 
French armies took part in the coming fight for 
liberation of the Republic, confusion and rivalry 
would bé sure to arise. If the conflicting claims of 
the two Generals could not be reconciled, there was 


even the possibility of civil war in France instead 


of the reconstruction that country will so grievously 
need after the Axis is defeated. 

Now that this major issue between the two French 
chiefs has been settled by mutual agreement, the 
case for American and British recognition of the 
new committee as the de facto Government of France 
becomes all the stronger. One excuse for the delay 


seemingly removed, with at least a clear-cut agree- 
ment in effect, the chance for permanent reconcilia- 
tion would be made much stronger if Washington 
and London grant recognition, as several of the 
smaller United Nations have done. 

We have diplomatic relations with the govern- 
ments-in-exile of all the conquered countries, but 
strangely, we draw the line against acknowledg- 
ing the right of the Giraud-De Gaulle group to speak 
for France, 

Mr. Roosevelt has explained this policy by saying 
that “currently there is no France except about 5 
per cent which is outside of the Occupied France in 
Europe,” to quote an Associated Press dispatch. It 
might be asked; How much of Poland or Holland or 
Czecho- ——— can be found outside the occupied 
regions? 

This withholding of recognition, with the French 
dissatisfaction it has produced, is a great deal more 
than an affront to Gallic notions of diplomatic pro- 
priety. It could have extremely serious results in 
the future conduct of the war and in the subse- 
quent settlement. As a recent special cable to the 
Post-Dispatch sgid: 

This atmosphere of doubt and suspicion, car- 
ried over into France, can impede our forces 
in their invasion of the Continent and leave a 
bitter residue long after American disinterested- 
ness may have been proved. 

Yet the non-recognition policy continues to such 
a degree that seemingly no attention whatever is 
being paid to the statement by Gen. de Gaulle this 
week that the French are entitled to have a hand 


in a settlement with, Italy. 


France is a next-door neighbor of Italy, De Gaulle 
pointed out; the past. relations of. the two countries 
were of high importance in pre-war European diplo- 
macy. Italy attacked France, her rival as a Mediter- 
ranean power, in an attempt to win easy spoils. 
De Gaulle therefore feels that his people have a 
stake in the terms on which Italy quits the war. 

Too many cooks probably would spoil the Italian 
broth, of course, yet it is difficult to see why the 
French cannot at least receive the courtesy of con- 
sultation in working out this significant step. 

The traditional friendship between America and 
France should be a powerful force for victory and 
peace. It can still be such a force if we offer full 
co-operation to the men who have carried on the 
war against the Axis despite the surrender of those 
at home.

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THE SICK IN SPIRIT. 

It may well be alarming to the layman to learn 
that 20 per cent of the men called from Eastern 
Missouri for induction into the armed services are 
being rejected for psychiatric reasons. In a sense, 
Army medical men are not greatly perturbed, since 
the national average is 22 per cent. 

To them, the serious thing is that 20 per cent 
of all our casualties are traced to the same cause. 
In other words, they are alarmed because they, have 
not yet perfected tests which would keep a larger 
number of these cases out of uniform. The result, 
of course, is that the Government is spending con- 
siderable sums of money in an effort to train men 
who simply cannot adjust themselves to Army life 
and are unable to stand up under fire. This means, 
further, that the Government is assuming great re- 
sponsibilities for the future care of these men. 

Aside from the military and postwar hospitaliza- 
tion aspects of the problem, the layman must won- 
der why so many of our young men are ill in spirit 
—not necessarily insane, of course, but afflicted by 
one neurosis and another which makes them less 
equal to even the routine burdens of citizenship and 
responsible living in the community. 

Here, as in the case of the surprisingly large 
number of rejections for physical reasons, we have, 
first of all, a dramatic reminder of the inadequacy 
of the medical and psychiatric care available to a 
large proportion of the American people. 

But beyond this, these statistics, especially the 
figures which show the number of psychiatric cases 


to be far more numerous in the cities than in the |: 


rural districts, are an indication of how inadequate- 
ly adjusted we are to the tempo of the Machine 
Age, or rather, how poorly we have adjusted the 
machine to the basic requirements of the human 
body and the human spirit. 

There has been more or less realization of this. 
Industrial experts are not unaware of the strain 
caused by the monotonous clang of machinery. 
There have been cases of hysteria—and of mass 
hysteria—in factories. Frequent rest periods and 
other preventive measures have been introduced. 
But, by and large, the problem is one which still 
calls for much careful study. The many causes of 
psychiatric disabilities must be explored and cor- 
rected. 

Just as in the case of preventable and curable 
physical disabilities, they represent an appalling 
human waste which neither we nor any other nation 
can afford. It is to be hoped that the war’s revela- 
tion of the extent of this problem—and the cor- 
rectives which it should inspire—will, in the end, be 
counted as one of its greatest — — 
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A FINE CONTRACT AT WESTERN CARTRIDGE. 

The blanket agreement between the management 
and 16 AFL unions at the Western Cartridge Co.'s 
East Alton shell plant should mean the end of the 
work stoppages that have handicapped operations at 
that important war industry at intervals for months 
past. Under the new contract, unions and manage- 
ment bind themselves with a pledge of no strikes 
and no lockouts, with provisions for hearings, con- 
ciliation and arbitration in the event of any dis- 
agreement. 

These are the terms on which every industry -in 
the country ought to be working. No matter how 
sore a grievance the workers may have, no matter 
how justified the management’s indignation over a 
union’s demand, neither situation should cause a 
moment’s stopping of operations. The needs of un- 
interrupted war production are paramount. Dis- 
putes can be settled ag the work goes on if both 
sides are determined not to halt the flow of muni- 
tions and_war supplies, and if adequate machinery 
exists for amicable adjustment of difficulties. 

This machinery now exists at the East Alton 
plant, and there are ample governmental facilities 
should this fail to bring results. If workers and 
management now are sold on the idea of uninter- 
rupted production in order to back up the fighting 
men in the field, there will be no more headlines 
about a shutdown at Western Cartridge. And fur- 


thermore, a splendid exaniple will have been set for 


other production enterprises. 
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NEW TENEMENTS FOR OLD? 

The wrecking of the old buildings on the six-block 
site which has been selected for another housing 
project on the near North Side has been started, 
but, according to the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
work on the new buildings will not be started until 
after the war, 

This delay is, of course, inevitable, and it can 
be turned to good account. It will afford an oppor- 
tunity for revising plans in line with new develop- 
ments. Housing projects already completed in St. 
Louis are hardly likely to be selected as models of 
the best work done in this field. They may be more 
sturdy than the tenements which they replaced, 
but they are hardly much more attractive. They 
are barracks rather than houses. 


As such, they are likely to replace old slums 


with new ones. This is a matter to which the com- 
— needs to give some thought. 
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THANKS FOR THE MUNY OPERA. 

The Municipal Opera hag been a summertime 
blessing for a quarter-century, but never more so 
than this year. 

This season's opera is being enjoyed By people 
who need much more than usually the lift it offers, 
It is playing to fighting men and their auxiliaries; 
to workers in war plants; to civilians who are very 
much in the war, too. It is providing vacation hours 
at home for people who are deprived, in this critical 
year, of a vacation away from home. 

The turn-out is the best evidence of how much 
the opera is wanted. Twice in a single week, during 
the run of “The Great Waltz,” the size of the audi- 
ence broke all records, making the new peak attend- 
ance 11,402, and a new week’s record of 78,138 was 
set, 3458 more than the best week up to then. At 
every performance, 1000 seats are reserved, free, for 
uniformed men and women in‘ the armed forces. 

Still to be seen are “Babes in Toyland,” “The 
Merry Widow,” and, closing the season, an extraor- 
dinary event—a brand-new addition to the Munici- 
pal Opera’s repertoire, the only first-timer this sea- 
son; that colorful spectacle which made its bow 
and became an outstanding favorite at the time of 
the First World War, “Chu Chin Chow.”

HE Yerkes boodle days at the turn of 

the century gave the Illinois Legislature 

a bad reputation. It got another black 
smear in 1909 when the late William Lori- 
mer was elected United States Senator. 


Illinois was not an isolated case. In the 
public mind generally, most Legislatures 
in those days were considered little more 
than auction blocks for special privilege. 

It was Theodore Roosevelt and the swarm 
of “muckrakers,” led by Lincoln Steffens, 
Ida Tarbell, Norman Hapgood and Upton 
Sinclair, who finally jarred the public con- 
science. In the long and tortuous struggle 
to hand the Government back to the people, 
a marked change has taken place. 


Very little, if any, actual cash probably 
is employed today to influence legislation. 


Persuasion by Black List. 


Instead of attempting to buy legislation, 
larger pressure groups are potent because 
of their blacklisting in. the following elec- 
tion of members who do not toe the mark. 

Among those who descend on the Illinois 
.Assembly are the butcher, the baker, the 
candlestickmaker, beauticians, fishermen, 
chiropodists, dentists, doctors, farmers, psy- 
chiatrists, accountants, Sheriffs, Treasurers, 
County Clerks, educators, policemen, fire- 
men, beekeepers, colleges and universities, 
poultry raisers, fishermen and duck hunt- 
ers, social workers, city clubs, civic organ- 
izations, chambers of commerce, taxpay- 
ers’ associations, bankers, Illinois League 
of Municipalities, States’ Attorneys, Judges 
seeking pensions for their prospective 
widows, city, county and State employes. 


There are also civil service reform or- 
ganizations, the League of Women Voters, 
the plumbers, associations to reform the 
probate, parole and pardon laws; to codify 
school and election laws; to tighten crim- 
inal law procedure and a hundred others. 


Messages by the Thousand. 


The session just ended was no exception. 
Thousands of telegrams and letters backed 
the appeals of these organizations. They did 
not consider they were seeking special 
privileges as such, but were laboring for 
an improvement in the way of iife.~ 


But above these were a number of pres- 
sure groups that really got results. 


Political control, partly through distribu- 
tion of patronage, has become so centralized 
that large numbers of the lawmakers “go 
along” with the administration program. 
Exceedingly few oppose the general pro- 
gram of the party in power, 


Likewise, the Kelly-Nash party managers 
in Chicago, who decide which of their fac- 
tion shall run for the Legislature, also have 
direct influence over another large bloc. 


On all propositions considered of special 
importance to the Chicago organization, tWe 
Chicago Democratic members vote as the 
party managers want them to. 


In the recent legislative session, Gov. 
Green and his aids had only the slim mar- 
gin of four Republican votes more than 
the required constitutional majority to pass 
bills in the lower house. This assumes 
that every one of the Republicans would 
toe the party line. For deficiency and 
emergency appropriations, the Governor 
was 22 votes shy of the required two-thirds.

the Governor’s program was in danger of 
being scuttled in several places. So there 
was arranged the bi-partisan agreement by 
which the Governor batted 1000 per cent 
on his entire legislative program, while the 
Kelly-Nash organization got its four pegged 
levies, an increase, in fact, in’ the county 
and School Board pegs, although opposed 
vigorously by organizations battling to re- 
duce the tax load in Chicago. 


Combination Was Unbeatable. 


Whenever the Governor's program 
seemed in danger, as was the case with the 
Illinois Public Aid Commission bill, a suf- 
ficient number of Democrats would vote to 
save it, 


Likewise, when it came time to push 
over the Kelly-Nash pegged levies, although 
several independent Republican members 
from Cook County bolted, other Republicans 
saved the program for the Mayor. 


Against this combination, no power or 
influence could avail. The Green adminis- 
tration and the Chicago City Hall machine 
made up a pressure group thet was irre- 
sistible. 


The joint labor lobby, headed by Reuben 
Soderstrom, president of the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Labor, and Victor Olander, secre- 
tary-treasurer, got through much legisla- 
tion beneficial to organized labor, princi- 
pally the women’s equal pay measure, which 
they saved after it was on the skids many 
times. In the end, the Green and Kelly 
factions joined hands in putting it over. 


The County Officials’ Group. 


The Illinois Education Association has 
become one of the more powerful organiza- 
tions downstate. This is because its mem- 
bers represent the teachers and the local 
Boards of Education and exert a powerful 
influence in legislative elections, They re- 
ward their friends and punish their ene- 
mies, the old slogan of Sam Gompers, 


The 102 Sheriffs and 102 County Treas- 
urers of the State combined their organiza- 
tion in a drive on the Legislature and 
proved a powerful pressure group, largely 
because these officials. are close to the 
rank and file of the party. 


They succeeded in defeating all other 
proposals to amend the Constitution and 
got through their own resolution by which 
the voters next year will be asked to amend 
the basic law of the State to permit these 
two classes of elective officials to succeed 
themselyes. And it took a two-thirds vote. 


Finally, the Illinois nufacturers’ Asap- 
ciation, with James L. Donnelly, executive 
vice-chairman, personally in charge 
throughout most of the session, got away 
with a fair batting average. 


While one or two of the 657 bills enacted 
by the recent assembly seemed to exude 
the odor of mazuma, it was probably one 
of the cleanest sessions of the Legislature 
in the last half-century, unless pressure 
should be considered represensible. 


No important bill was denied a fair hear- 
ing. The countless pressure groups, speak- 
ing directly for their respective blocs of the 
electorate, had their say. And most of them 
got what they wanted.

ltaly must stop fighting us and 


must, without our having given pledges or made a bargain in advance, 


accept the conditions which we impose: 


She lays down her arms 


and throws herself upon the justice and the mercy of the victors. 


If that were a full solution, 
there is scarcely any doubt that 
the King’s government would sur- 
render unconditionally. Nor would 
it have been necessary for Church- 
ill to make his elaborate and pow- 
erful plea to the House of Com- 
mons for “the fullest freedom to 
act.” For the problem would be 
very simple indeed if Italy could 
gurrender, retire from the war and 
then passively submit to our or- 
ders. The real problem, however, 
is not whether the Italia ll 
surrender. It is how th rmans 
can be ousted from Italy, and how 
the Italian forces be extricated 
from the and from 
France.

——Passive submission under the 


formula of unconditional surrender 
does not solve this problem. The 
Italian government with which we 
come to “general conclusions” 
must not/ only cease to resist us 
but must take a positive position 
followed by positive measures 
against the Germans who are in 
Italy. Thus the King and Marsh 
Badoglio cannot merely sue for 
peace with us. They have not only 
to rupture the alliance with Ger- 
many, but to play some part in the 
war against Germany.

What Italy Must Do. 

HAT, as we may suppose, is 

what Churchill had in mind 
when he said that “the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Italy should be 
brought about wholesale and not 
piecemeal.” It would not suit our 
interests, or those of Italy, if, for 
example, there were a King’s gov- 
ernment in Rome which had sur- 
rendered, and then in Northern 
Italy the Italian administration 
continued to support a German 
occupation entrenched behind, say, 
the line of the River Po. This 
might be the situation which de- 
veloped. But our paramount con- 
cern and guiding purpose must be 
to use the leverage we have ob- 
tained upon the Italian nation to 
prevent it. 

That is the reason why we must 
suspend judgment in regard to the 
King and Badoglio, knowing, as 
we know, on Churchill's authority, 
that there are no secret commit- 
ments to that government; and 
then we must, as he promised, put 
Italy under relentless military pres- 
sure. The purpose of the pressure 
it to arouse to the highest possible 
pitch the Italian will to obtain 
peace. It is not enough that the 
Italians should amiably cease to 
fight us, as they have in Sicily. 
We must want them to be so furi- 
ously insistent upon peace that 
they will rise against the Germans 
in their midst and will drive the 
King and Marshal Badoglio, or 
their successors, to wage a war of 
independence against the German 
invaders.

Exciting Desire for Peace. 


HERE is no conflict between 

our immediate military inter- 
ests and our longer political ob- 
jectives. Only amateur realists and 
political incompetents get them- 
selves into muddles where such 
conflicts develop. In the case of 
Italy, neo such muddle need de- 
velop. 


By exerting the utmost pressure 
upon the whole of Italy, we can 
excite such a desire for peace with 
us that resistance to the Germans 
in Italy will seem to the Italians 
the only quick and certain way to 
end the war. If then, the King 
and Marshal Badoglio can rouse 
themselves from the lethargy of 20 
years, and can lead the Italian re- 
sistance to Germany, they will have 
taken the decisive step toward 
preventing, in Churchill's words, 
the breakdown of “the whole struc- 
ture and expression of the Italian 
state*-into “a condition of chaos 
and anarchy.” 


Problem of Allies. 
1 HE question whether we can 
treat with the King’s govern- 
ment through Marshal Badoglio 
can be answered only by the 
event. We must be careful, 
therefore, not to commit ourselves 
now for or against the new Italian 
government. If it can lead the 
whole Italian nation to resist and 
expel the Germans, then it is ob- 
viously the authority which we 
must deal with. For the occupa- 
tion of the whole of Italy will 
serve our highest military inter- 
ests. And if the King’s govern- 
ment rests upon an Italian rebel- 
lion\ against the Axis and all it 
has entailed, it will conform with 
our political principles. For if the 
Italian people are aroused not 
only ta liquidate Fascism but also 
to oust the Germans, then we can 
trust this aroused people to re- 
store their own liberties. 

If, on the other hand, the new 
government is merely lethargic 
and passive, submitting to us 
where we are strong and to the 
Germans where,they are strong— 
unable or unwilling to identify 
itself with a national uprising for 
independence and liberty—then it 
is a poor thing, to be held at 
arm's length. and treated as a 
stop-gap, bound quickly to give 
way to another government. 

* 
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Vigilance Needed, | 

HURCHILL would not have 

had to argue and plead for the 
confidence of the allied world if 
confidence had not been go seri- 
ously shaken by the political mis- 
management of our relations with 
France. His address said all that 
could possibly be said to give con- 
fidence in the determination of 
Italian policy. But it must be said 
that while in this case, unlike the 
other, the initial conception has 
been worked out, policies become 
what those down the line make 
them by their words and their 
acts. 

Therefore, the confidence given 
cannot be given blindly, and the 
utmost vigilance must be exer- 
cised to see to it that those who 
use temporary expedients do not 
fall permanently in love with them, 
and that self-justification—even in 
face of an uninformed and unjust 
criticism—does not overwhelm the 
capacity for self-examination, For 
what a statesman of Churchill's 
genius and historical insight and 
magnanimity can conceive does 
not automatically become the con- 
trolling policy of men who do not 
have his genius, his insight and 
his greatness of heart.

Marshal Badoglios Dilemma

HE central fact of the Italian 
T situation today is that while 

it is a simple matter for a 
meutral to become a belligerent it 
is, under existing circumstances, 
tmpossible for a belligerent to be- 
come a neutral. 

Italy was neutral for a period of 
mine months following the outbreak 
ef war in Europe, and the Allies 
made many concessions to it, and 
Were prepared to make more, to 
keep it neutral. 


Then ‘Mussolini pushed a button. 


and, presto, the Italians found 
themselves at war. But Marshal 
Badoglio cannot, by pushing a 
button, restore Italian neutrality. 

That, no doubt, is what he would 
like to do, what King Vittorio 
Emanuele would like to do, what 
the overwhelming majority of Ital- 
fans are extremely eager to have 
happen. They want to be quit of 
the war. They want the clock 
turned back to June 9, 1940. They 
want peace. But peace in the sense 
they mean it—an end of fighting, 
an end of bombing, an end to the 
exactions and  privations and 
miseries of war-—is something 
they cannot have at this stage in 
the European struggle, at least not 
altogether. 

Italy’s Choice. 

HE Italians can only have 

such peace when the German 
menace has been eliminated and 
peace has been restored to all of 
Europe. In other words, the choice 
facing Italy today is not a choice 
between belligerency and neutral- 
ity, between war and peace, but 
between helping Germany and 
helping the Allies. 

So whatever Marshal Badoglio 
Goes is bound to disappoint and 
Gisillusion and probably embitter 
a large section of the Italian 
people. For Italy to continue 
carrying out its commitments to 
the Axis would mean more military 
defeats, more bombing of Italian 
cities, more destruction, more dev- 
astation. 

On the other hand, for Italy to 
Surrender unconditionally to the 
Allies would mean bringing down 


on its head the wrath of Hitler. In 
either case Italy would continue to 
be a battlefield, which it became 
on July 10, when Allied troops 
landed in Sicily. 


The Alternative. 

U NQUESTIONABLY that is a 
major reason why Marshal 

Badoglio has been so loath to ar- 

rive at a decision regarding Italy’s 

future role in the war. Yet the 


longer he delays the more the sit- 
uation inside the kingdom threat- 
ens to get out of hand, 


If the alternatives facing Badog- 
lio are unpleasant they are not 
equally unpleasant. In the first 
place, the Allies are now in a posi- 
tion to send more troops into Italy 
than Germany cah spare for that 
purpose; to do far more damage to 
Italy if it remains on the side of 
the Axis than Germany can do if 
Italy quits its erstwhile partner. 

In the second place, the Allies 
are in a position, once Italy agrees 
to surrender, to defend Italy 
against Germany better than Ger- 
many has proved it can defend 
Italy against the Allies. 


And, thirdly, the Allies can do 
infinitely more for the Italian 
people than Germany has shown 
any capacity or disposition to do. 


In this connection Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s manifesto to the 
Italian people is of very great im- 
portance. For it brings home to 
the individual Italian the immedi- 
ate benefits he himself and his 
family will derive from wuncondi- 
tional surrender, 


Not only would the Allies then 
be in a position to drive the Ger- 
mans out of Italy but the Italian 
troops taken prisoner in Sicily and 
Tunisia would be returned to their 
homeland and to their peacetime 
pursuits. 


We can assume from this that 
the Allies do not plan to employ 
the armed forces of Italy in the 
war against Germany. If such a 
development ultimately does occur, 
it will only be, as it can only be, 


BLUE NETWORK GO. 
CHAIN 1S SOLD BY 
RGA FOR 8 MILLION 


Edward J. Noble Takes 

Over Hookup — Sale 
Result of FCC Inquiry 
and New Regulations. 


NEW YORK, July 30 (AP).—The 
Blue Network Co., Inc., first coast- 
to-coast hookup in the history of 
radio to be offered to the highest 
bidder, was purchased for eight 
million dollars cash late yesterday 
by Edward J. Nogle, business man 
and owner of a New York local 


station, from the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. 
A statement from RCA said: 
“David Sarnoff, president of RCA, 
today announced that an agree- 
ment had been reached to sell the 
Blue Network for the sum of eight 
million dollars in cash to Edward 
J. Noble, former Under Secretary 
of Commerce. 
“This move comes a year and a 
half after the Blue was organized 
as a separate coast-to-coast net- 
work and in conformity with the 
new regulations of the FC@ relat- 
ing to ownership of more than one 
network by any single organiza- 
tion. RCA remains owner of Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., which will 
continue to operate the Red net- 
work.” . 

Staff to Be Retained. 
Noble, who is chairman of the 
Life Saver Corporation, said he 
would dispose of broadcast station 
WMCA, New York, as soon as a 
buyer could be found. He added 
that Mark Woods, president of 
Blue since its separation from NBC 
on Jan. 9, 1942, together with Ed- 
gar Kobak, executive vice-presi- 
dent, and the present staff would 
continue as the operating force. 
He also said there would be no 
change in policy. ' 
When the Blue started out on 
its own it comprised 115 stations, 
but since has grown to 159. 
While a part of NBC, it became 
somewhat of a secondary unit of 
the parent chain. A separate com- 
pany, it began an aggressive cam- 
paign to build up its sponsorship 
to the point where it soon started 
to show a profit, at the same time 
intensifying competition in the 
network field. 

Result of U. 8S. Inquiry. 

The separation and subsequent 
sale were primarily a result of the 
Federal Commugications Commis- 
sion investigation into chain 
broadcasting, which brought about 
the promulgation on May 2, 1941, 
of new rules for chain operation. 

The Blue first was set up Jan. 

1, 1927, after the formation of the 
NBC Red chain the previous No- 
yember, on the plea of a group of 
stations not in the Red hookup, 
for some form of network affilia- 
tion, 
The two chains were operated 
as one company until the separa- 
tion, when the Blue’s business or- 
ganization and office staff of 500 
or more were segregated from 
NBC. War priorities prevented the 
network from developing its own 
studio facilities in New York, Chi- 
cago and Hollywood, so it con- 
tinued to use those of NBC on a 
rental basis. 

The Blue also assumed owner- 
ship of Stations WJZ, the New 
York Key, and WENR, Chicago, 
both 50,000 watts, as well as KGO, 
San Francisco, 7600 watts, as an 
integral part of the network. 

Bidding preliminary to the sale 
was said to have ranged from six 
million dollars against a reported 
original asking price of 15 million 
dollars. 


DORIS DUKE CROMWELL BUYS 
HOME IN SUBURB OF RENO 


RENO, Nev., July 81 (AP).— 
Doris Duke Cromwell, estranged 
wife of former Minister to Canada, 


James H. R. Cromwell, has bought 
a three-bedroom residence in a 
fashionable suburban area of 
Reno. 

Mrs. Cromwell, heiress to the 
Duke tobacco fortune and often 
called “the richest girl in the 
world,” arrived here Sunday. Mrs. 
Cromwell's attorney said then that 
she came to Nevada because the 
State’s tax structure—no income, 
inheritance or gift taxes—is “fav- 
orable” and added that she may 
seek a divorce,

What Allies Want. 
N THE meantime, however, 
the Allies will be in a position 
to employ Italy as a base of opera- 
tions against the Reich and its re- 
maining satellites. 

There is an urgent note in Gen. 
Eisenhower’s manifesto which 
should not escape us. The Allied 
commander in chief is obviously 
anxious to have the Italians sur- 
render as soon as possible, not be- 
cause we are in no position to 
force them to surrender, which we 
are, but because the longer Italy 
delays the more chaos is likely to 
spread in the kingdom. 

Furthermore, the longer Italy 
delays reaching a decision the 
more the Germans may entrench 
themselves into the Po _ valley, 
Istria and elsewhere for a last 
ditch fight, But that decision can- 
not be delayed very much longer. 

In due course the Italians will 
discover that they can hasten the 
return of real peace by helping in 
the destruction of Nazi might. The 
decision actively to help the Allies 
they will have to make themselves. 
In the meantime the least we can 
expect of them is that they help 


us at least passively.

S long as this ship of ours sails 

Ate high seas, even after every 

member of the present crew has 
been transferred away, I’m _ sure 
the story of the searchlights will 
linger on in the wardroom and 
forecastle like a written legend. 

It is the story of a few minutes 
when the fate of this ship hung 
upon the whim of the enemy. For 
some reason which we probably 
never will know the command to 
obliterate us never was given. 

Our great, bad moment occurred 
just as we had ended our long in- 
vasion voyage from North Africa 
and stopped at our designated place 
off the south coast of Sicily. Our 
ship was about three and a half 
miles from shore which in the 
world of big guns is practically 
hanging in the cannon muzzle. 
Two or three smaller ships were in 
closer than we but the bulk of our 
invasion fleet stood far out to sea 
behind us. Our Admiral had the 
reputation of always getting up 
close where he could have a hand 
in the shooting and he certainly 
ran true to form throughout this 
invasion.

Dead-center in Light. 

E’D been stopped only a min- 

ute when big searchlights 
blinked on from the shore and be- 
gan to search the waters. Appar- 
ently the watchers ashore had 
heard some sounds at sea. The 
lights swept back and forth across 
the dark water and after a few 
exploratory sweeps one of them 
centered dead upon us and stopped. 
Then as we held our breaths the 
searchlights, one by one, came 
down with their beams on our ship. 
They had found their mark. 

All five of them stretching out 
over a shore line of several miles 
pinioned us in their white shafts 
as we sat there as naked as babies 
and just as scared. I would have 
been glad to bawl like one if, it 
would have helped for this search- 
light business meant the enemy 
had us on the block. We not only 
were discovered, we were caught 
in a funnel from which there was 
no escaping. 

We couldn’t possibly move fast 
enough to run out of their beams. 
We were within simple and easy 
gunning distance. We were a sit- 
ting duck. We were stuck on the 
end of five merciless poles of light. 
We were utterly helpless. 

“When that fifth searchlight 
stopped on us all my children -be- 
came orphans,” one of the officers 
said later. 

Another one said, “The straw 
that broke my back was when the 
anchor went down. The chain 
made so much noise you could 
have heard it in Rome.” 

A third one said, “The fellow 
standing next to me was breathing 
so hard I couldn't hear the anchor 
go down. Then I realized there 
wasn’t anybody standing next to 
me.” 

We got all set to shoot at the 
lights but then we waited. Our 
Admiral decided there was some 
possibility they couldn’t see us 
through the slight haze although 
he was at a loss to explain why 
all five lights stopped on us if 
they couldn’t see us. 

We had three alternatives—to 
start shooting and thus compel re- 
turn fire; to up anchor and run for 
it; or to sit quiet like a mouse and 
wait in terror. We did the latter. 

I don’t know how long the five 
lights were on us. It seemed like 
hours, It may have been five min- 
utes. At any rate, at the end of 
some unbelievably long time one of 
them suddenly blinked out, Then, 
one by one, seemingly erratically 
and with no purpose in mind, the 
others went out, too. The last one 
held us a long time as though play- 
ing with us. Then it too went out 
and we were once again alone in 
the blessed darkness. Not a shot 
had been fired. 


* ® 
Italians Scared. 

SSAULT boats had been speed- 

ing past us all the time and a 
few minutes later they hit the 
beach. The searchlights flashed 
on again, but from then on they 
were busy fanning the beach itself, 
It didn’t take our attacking troops 
long to shoot the lights out from 
close range. 

I'm not sure some of them 
weren’t just turned out and left off 
for good. We've never yet found 
out for sure why the Italian big 
guns on the shore didn’t let us 
have it. Several of us inquired 
around when we got ashore after 
daylight. We never found the 
searchlight men themselves, but 
from other Italian soldiers and 
citizens of the town we learned 
that the people ashore were so 
scared at whatever was about to 
attack them from out there on the 
water that they were afraid to 
start anything. 

I guess I’m always going to have 
to love the Italians, for if anybody 
else had been behind those search- 
lights and guns that night we of 
this ship would be telling our 
searchlight yarn to St. Peter by 
now.

Test Suit on Portal Pay Filed in 
U. 8S. Court in Virginia. 


ROANOKE, Va., July 31 (AP). 
—The Jewell Ridge Coal Corpora- 
tion filed in United States District 
Court yesterday a petition for a 
declaratory judgment to'\settle the 


question of whether portal-to-portal 
travel time by coal miners is work 
time, 

Named as defendants in the 
action—a test case supported by 
the Southern Coal Producers’ As- 
sociation—are the United Mine 
Workers of America, John L. 
Lewis, its president; District No. 
28, UMW, and Locals Nos. 6167 
and 7337. 

Edward Burke, president and 
general counsel of the Southern 
Association, said the court was 
being asked whether portal-to- 
portal pay should be given to 
miners under the Wages and 
Hours Act and under contracts 
between miners and operators. 
The question whether miners 
should be paid for the time spent 
traveling from the mouth of mines 
to working places was a major 
reason why negotiations between 
the UMW and Southern producers 
failed and led to Government op- 
eration of the mines. 

The action was filed under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938. 
The plaintiff seeks not only a 
judgment declaring the rights and 
legal relations of the parties, but 
such injunctive relief as may be 
proper under the provisions of 
the Federal Declaratory Judgment 
Act, 

A spokesman for the plaintiff 
said it is the desire of the cor- 
poration to reach an agreement 
with the union even before the 
court determination, and subject 
to the decision of the court, so 
the mines can be returned by the 
Government to the owners for op- 
eration.

It all came out yesterday when 
Harris, returning from St. Louis 
where he was replaced by Fred 
Fitzsimmons, told reporters in a 
lengthy interview that in his opin- 
~fon Cox's statement of no mana- 
gerial change “was a deliberate 
lie.” 

In Chicago, where he was re- 
ported negotiating for pitchers 
Paul Derringer and Bill Lee, Cox 
hotly retorted that Harris had 
promised not to issue an independ- 
ent statement, and added: “Now 
you can see how Mr. Harris keeps 
his word.” 

Cox said he would issue a for- 
mal statement here Monday in 
reply to Harris, and that in the 
meantime he is “acting on the 
theory that if you give Harris 
enough rope he'll hang himself.” 

Recounting the events preceding 
his ouster, Harris said he had at- 
tended as a member every meeting 
of the board of directorg prior to 
the July 18 session at which the 
change was planned, At one ses- 
sion six or eight weeks earlier, he 
said, it was proposed that the 
president's salary be boosted from 
$5000 to $25,000 a year. 

“Everybody was silent and 
looked at me,” Harris said, “and 
I got the idea they expected me 
to push the decision one way or 
the other. I said, ‘Gentlemen, I 
don’t own any stock but I think 
he deserves the raise.’ Somebody 
demurred a little, but the raise 
was okayed.” 

To Be Paid in Full. 

He recalled that prior to the 
July 21 game in Pittsburgh he had 
been “tipped” that he and Coach 
Earl Whitehill were to be fired. He 
said Cox telephoned him, asked 
about the rumor, which had 
reached the team, and “asked me 
to tell the players that no changes 
will be made, In my opinion this 
was a deliberate lie.” 

Harris said he had been manag- 
ing the Phillies without a signed 
contract “for the lowest salary I 
ever received as a manager;” but 
he added both he and Whitehill 
would receive their salarise for the 
full season. 

Cox. who said of Harris’ part in 
the salary increase “he voted on 
something as his job as director 
required him to do,” said Harris’ 
dismissa] was for “the betterment 
of the team. We would have 
headed for the bottom of the Na- 
tional League unless the change 

wag made.”

production is high but unequal] to 
consumption, The Treasury De- 
partment has disclosed that stocks 
of domestic whisky and other dis- 
tilled spirits dropped nearly 100 
million gallons in the fiscal year 
ended June 30, pr to an aggregate 
of 439,510,802 gallons against a rec- 
ord of 538,910,306 on the same 1942 
date. 


Reflecting the bar on whisky and 
gin production effective last Oct. 
1, the output of distilled spirits 
during the year was only, 39,815,- 
247 gallons, contrasting with 167,- 
981,508 in fiscal 1942. 

This added up to rapidly dimin, 
ishing stocks, no replacements, 
higher withdrawals from reserves 
-—-the tax-paid withdrawals of 
whisky, rum, gin and brandy were 
06,582,128 gallons, or 3,380,512 more 
than in the previous year. 

The Office of War Information 
asserted local beer shortages are 
not due to production, the highest 
in history, but to record thirsts. It 
cited that the output of 67,701,035 
barrels last year set a record and 
this rate was topped in the first 
half of 1943 with $4,740,618 barrels. 
OWI said minor factors contribut- 
ing to shortages are restrictions on 
use of trucks and the quarterly 
quota systems used by many brew- 
erjes on distribution. 

Fish Goals Not Being Met. 
The fishing industry, hit by mili- 
tary demands on both men and 
boats, was reported by Secretary 
Ickes, in his capacity as Fisheries 
Co-ordinator, as generally main- 
taining last year’s production lev- 
els but falling far behind its goal 
ef six to seven billion pounds for 
this year. 

WFA reported that it had pur- 
chased more than nine million 
bushels of corn since July 1 to meet 
needs of processors turning out 
war-needed commodities. The corn 
was obtained from farmers at Gov- 
ernment ceiling prices under a 
promise to pay more should the 
ceiling price be increased before 
Oct. 31.

President Roosevelt, who created oe ” 


the committee a year ago to draw 
plans on “postwar readjustment of 
civilian and military personnel,” 
made public the 106-page report 


with the informal comment that | 2™ 


it was perfectly excellent, that he 
approved of its general objectives, 
but that Congress would have to 
work out the details. 

He told his press conference that 
the recommendations -followed in 
general his own six-point program 
for war veterans contained in his 
Wednesday night radio address. 

The committee foresaw a possi- 
ble temporary unemployment of 
eight or nine million persons after 
demobilization, but said this should 
not be accepted as an argument 
“against the possibility of attaining 
a high level of employment under 
long-term bilization plans.” 

Briefly, i recommended for 
members of the armed services 
three months’ furlough or muster- 
ing-out pay of not more than $100 
a month, unemployment insurance 
benefits for 26 weeks for those not 
working inside of three months, 
readjustment counsel to help find 
new jobs, free tuition and allow- 
ances for education and training, 
old-age insurance™benefit credits 
for time spent in uniform, and op- 
portunities for agricultural em- 
ployment and purchase of farms. 


Plans for War Workers. 

For civilian war workers, the 
committee proposed creation of re- 
adjustment centers similar to 
those to aid ex-service men, with 
counsel regarding retraining for 
other jobs; strengthening of 
existing employment agencies for 
their heavier load, and an orderly 
cancellation of war contracts. 

Evidently opposed to a bonus 
such as that voted veterans of the 
first World War, the committee 
said the furlough or mustering-out 
pay—to visit home, to sustain the 
men while seeking a job or more 
education, and to acquire civilian 
clothes—would be “explicitly made 
in lieu of any other grants for 
such purposes to avoid making 
large payments at any one time, 
which might be dissipated and fail 
to fulfill the social purposes for 
which they are granted.” 

The committee said it “believes 
that full employment in the post- 
war world is a goal not impossible 
to attain,” but that it “cannot be 
achieved by piecemeal or partial 
measures.” 

Urges “Dynamic Economy.” 

“It will require a general integra- 
tion of policy and a guiding phi- 
losophy of national management, 
covering fiscal, economic, indus- 
trial and social activities,” the re- 
port said, adding: 

“We must assume, therefore, that 
it is the intention of the Gagvern- 
ment to foster what may bé@ gen- 
erally described as a dynamic ex- 
pansionary economy in the read- 
justment period. Such an economy 
would seek to make full afd ef- 
fective use of the nation’s re- 
sources and its productive capacity. 

“It would strive to establish and 
maintain production and consump- 
tion on high levels. It would seek 
the rapid conversion of war plants 
to peacetime use and give all prop- 
er encouragement to the develop- 
ment of private industry and a cor- 
responding rapid development of 
needed public works and services.” 

The report declared that. the 
country “will look to the Govern- 
ment for the development and ex- 
pression of this philosophy and for 
leadership—the sort of leadership 
that, exerted at the proper time, 
will carry the country over a pe- 
riod of doubt, hesitation and inac- 
tivity.” 

As one aid to help lessen an oth- 
erwise big unemployment army 
right after the war ends, the com- 
mittee proposed that the service 
men should not be finally dis- 
charged until after three months, 
during which’ they would receive 
their furlough, or separation, pay. 

Views on Full Employment. 

The committee said the nation’s 
industrial experience during the 
war indicates “there are no in- 
superable technical difficulties in 
bringing about a state of full em- 
ployment,” and added that “we 
have reached such a state of indus- 
trial and general productivity that 
it is technically possible for us, 
under conditions of full employ- 
ment in times of peace, to provide 
a reasonable standard of living for 
all our people.” 

But this will not come auto- 
matically, the committee cautioned. 

“In order to attain full employ- 
ment there must be devoted to the 
effort as high a degree of plan- 
ning and organizing ability, as 
great a willingness to adopt new 
methods, and as great an interest 
in and devotion to our national 
welfare as the nation is now de 
veloping and exhibiting with mili- 
tary victory at stake.” 

Plans for Agriculture. 

The committee recommended 
that the Federal Government 
spend several billions of dollars to 
reclaim lands for expanded farm 
production, and estimated that 
agriculture could absorb a million

NATIVES FED, GUARDED 
SURVIVORS OF HELENA 


Officer of Cruiser Says His 
Party Was in Water 60 
Hours After Torpedoing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 31 (AP). 
—An officer who was among the 
157 men rescued from a Japanese- 
held island two weeks ago today 
brought back a story of praise and 
thanksgiving for the friendly na- 
tives of the Pacific. 

He is Lt. (J.G.) John B. Ander- 
son of Vallejo, Cal., a member of 
the company of the cruiser Helena 
which was torpedoed and sunk in 
the battle of Kula Gulf in the 
Central Solomons July 6. 

Lt. Anderson, a gun turret cap- 
tain, said the Helena capsized 20 
minutes after being torpedoed. For 
60 weary hours thereafter, he and 
23 others were in or clinging to a 
leaky, five-man raft dropped by a 
plane. 

On another raft was Lt. Com. 
John L. Chew of Berkeley, Cal., 
whom Lt. Anderson termed “senior 
surviving castaway,” and on a 
third was Maj. B. T. Kelley of Chi- 
cago, senior Marine officer of the 
Helena, unconscious from exhaus- 
tion and lack of sleep. 

Thirst and the agony of . oil- 
smeared eyes were relieved when 
the survivors finally made shore 
on an island they knew the Jap- 
anese had occupied. They drank 
eagerly from coconuts and found 
an emergency ration kit which 
floated shoreward ahead of them. 

Other rafts landed on the island 
and the parties joined. Natives, 
carrying the wounded, guided them 
to a well-hidden camp in the brush 
country inland. 

There the party lived for a week, 
fed by natives on sweet potatoes, 
tapioca root, papaya and bananas. 
The natives acted as lookouts and 
would notify the camp whenever 
the Japanese, six miles away, 
made a move. 

Among those finally taken off 
the island with the Helena sur- 
vivors were the 16 Chinese and an 
Army flyer forced down three 
weeks before. 


workers at the close of the war. 
The report said that, “if land suit- 
able for agricultural production 
can be prepared for use, a number 
of qualified ex-soldiers and other 
persons can be located on farms 
under a governmental program.”

Would Convert Camps. 

The committee also recom- 
mended conversion into farms for 
use of about 25,000 war veterans 
some of the 20 million acres the 
Army and Navy have acquired for 
camps and other facilities. Fifty 
thousand farm families who have 
been removed from this land 
would have first call on these prop- 
erties, with war veterans coming 
next. 

The committee declared that the 
rural population decreased by 2,- 
600,000 in the three years ending 
with and that there would 
be 000 Yewer farm workers 
available orig the peak of em- 
ployment this year. 

It warned, however, against a 
postwar “back-to-the-land” move- 
ment in the sense of a “net move- 
ment of urban people to farms.” 

“If we have such a movement,” 
it added, “as we shall unless our 
national and international policies 
succeed in maintaining full em- 
ployment, it will only be evidence

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FRESH INCIDENTS 
IN GREECE, FRANCE 


MADRID, July 31 (AP).—Under- 
ground forces of occupied Europe 
and opponents of pro-German Bal- 
kan governments, stirred by 
Benito Mussolini’s ouster and the 


Italian crisis, have grown increas- 
ingly restless and some are await- 
ing orders to erupt against Axis 
powers, dispatches and _ reports 
from widely-separated points indi- 
cated today. 

An indication that Germany 
views the Balkan situation gravely 
Was seen in reports that the Nazis 
were hastily consolidating their 
positions in Italy’s Trieste doorway 
to the Balkans, possibly in fear 
that an Allied push in that direc- 
tion would find ready sympathy 
from the people of southeastern 
Europe. 

(A Cairo broadcast said last 
night that Axis troops had fired on 
Greeks protesting against German 
orders assigning Bulgarian troops 
to Greek garrison points, There 
were “numerous victims,” said the 
broadcast Widespread strikes and 
violent street demonstrations were 
touched off, the radio report said. 

A Reuters dispatch said “it has 
just been learned that German 
troops have begun to disarm Ital- 
ian troops in the neighborhood of 
Larissa in Greece, Reuters quoted 
a broadcast by the Cairo radio. La- 
rissa is in Thessaly province about 
70 miles to the southwest of Sa- 
lonika. 

(A Berlin broadcast quoted an 
Athens dispatch as saying that 
German occupation troops had 
been removed from many Greek 
cities because they were needed 
elsewhere due to “military neces- 
sity” and increased Greek guerrilla 
activity.) 


Stirrings in France. 

Spanish correspondents in Vichy 
reported the “Communist” threat 
there was growing, according to 
Vichy authorities. Inasmuch as 
the Vichy government calls any 
anti-Nazi activity ‘“Communistic” 
these reports were interpreted as 
referring to all underground 
groups, irrespective of their politi- 
cal tendencies. 

One dispatch from Vichy re- 
ported a clash in Paris Wednesday 
between 100 “Communists” and 
French veterans from the German 
front in Russia. “Police witnessed 
the attack but did nothing,” the 
dispatch said and added: “There 
were casualties on both sides.” 

The dispatch said also that there 
have been continuous attacks hy 
underground groups against oc- 
cupation authorities throughout 
France and they are increasing 
rapidly. 

‘Crisis of Liberation.’ 

The Bucharest correspondent of 
the Falange newspaper Arriba re- 
ported “that which the chancel- 
lories cannot settle, will be settled 
by bayonets — but the war ap- 
proaches its crisis of liberation.” 

From Berlin, a Spanish corres- 
pondent said Nazi authorities are 
well aware that “the process begun 
by ssolini is not finished.” 

In the Balkans proper patriot 
guerrilla bands were watching 
Italian occupational troops, ready 
to seize any arms they might leave 
if called home, and Bulgarian par- 
tisan bands have concluded a for- 
mal agreement with the guerrilla 
forces of Gen. Draja Mihailovich, 
Balkan reports stated. All have 
been tremendously encouraged by 
Allied successes in Sicily and in- 
cursions against the Nazis are con- 
tinuous, the reports said.

HEADQUARTERS, SEVENTH

Hawaii, July 31 (AP).—Marine Sgt. 


William C, Campbell of Denver re- 
fused $1000 for his assignment as 
the tail gunner of a Liberator 
bomber which took part in a re- 
cent raid on Wake Island during 
which he shot down a Ji.panese 
Zero.

“Article Two — The French 
Committee of National Liberation 
directs the general conduct of the 
war and disposes of all land, naval 
and air forces.

WLB DENIES PAY RISE 
TO SHIPYARD WORKERS 


Increase to Million Employes 
Ruled Out, but Study of 
Rates Is Urged. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Ruling that a general increase 
could not be granted under its 
wage stabilization policy, the War 
Labor Board has denied a request 
for a pay rise to more than a 
million shipyard workerg. 

The board recommended, how- 
ever, a study of the wage rates 
and job classifications in the ship- 
yard industry. The review would 
be conducted either by the Ship- 
building Stabilization Committee 
of the War Production Board or 
the WLB Shipbuitding Commis- 
sion, 

The Metal Trades Department 
of the AFL asked Yor a general 
wage increase for the workers 
while CIO’s International Union 
of Marine and Shipbuilding Work- 
ers requested a 9 per cent raise 
and a payment of 5.83 per cent 
of a year’s wages to meet higher 
living costs. 

Shipyard workers received wage 
boosts of 9 to 13 per cent per hour 
in May, 1942, in the Gulf Coast 
area and 8 cents an hour in the 
Atlantic Coast, Great Lakes and 
Pacific Coast zones.

iPoor Diet Can 


Affect Health 
Of the Gums 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


INGIVITIS is an inflammation 
of the gums and soft tissues 
surrounding the teeth. To any- 
one who has sore gums, they seem 
to be entirely due to local trouble. 
Yet in nothing is it so true that a 
local disease may be due either to 
causes that are strictly local or 
due to some general body disturb- 
ance. The gingival tissue is a 


‘}most sensitive indicator of the gen- 


eral condition of the body. 

It is a fairly true statement that 
inflammation, redness, soreness 
and sponginess of the gums may 
be a forerunner of the pyorrhea. 
But it is not 100 per cent true, and 
many teeth have been sacrificed to 
the idea that this form of preven- 
tion is the best cure, when a gen- 
eral survey of body conditions 
would lead to indications for treat- 
ment which would stop the proc- 
ess and hold off the pyofrhea in- 
definitely. 


OF Loca. CAUSES the most 
frequent is the deposit of tartar 
and calcium in the mouth, and the 
culprit here is all too often tobac- 
co. ,Of course, the real cause of 
deposit of calcium is in the saliva 
and the precipitation is due to bac- 
teria and food particles in the 
mouth. The treatment is, no mat- 
ter how sore the gums are or how 
much they bleed, to toughen them 
up with the stimulator or a hard 
bristle tooth brush, getting well 
into the interdental spaces and 
the gum margin. 

Of the general causes of gingi- 
vitis, a disturbance of general 
health, such as untreated diabetes, 
is a possibility. Allergy may cause 
herpetic eruptions in the gums, 
and soreness. So may many en- 
docrine disturbances, and the use 
of pituitary hormones, estrogens 
and so forth has helped many a 
case. 

General nutritional deficiency is 
a potent cause, and careful atten- 
tion to good eating habits a pri- 
mary necessity. I agree with Dr. 
Yeretsky, of Grand Rapids, Mich- 
igan, that instead of saying just 
“Eat more vitamins,” the sufferer 
threatened with gingivitis should 
have a definite dietary program.

Second, if he 
felt there was little chance of the 
opponents going on in diamonds, 
he could, of course, put in a two 
club overcall. This latter would 
have the advantage of indicating 
a lead against a possible no trump 
call by East, but would have the 
disadvantage of encouraging South 
to start bidding the major suits, 


There is no question that, as the 
bidding actually went, South 
should have bid three hearts over 
three clubs. His suit was strong 
enough to stand on its own feet, 
and if North had a fairly sound 
take-out double, there still Was a 
chance for game despite the fact 
that North had not supported 
either one or two hearts.
